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‘TAXEATERS OF STATE MUST BE CURBED 


The other day in San Francisco at a meeting of the 
“Home Industry League of California in the Palace Hotel. 
State Controller Chambers sounded a warning to the 
taxpayers and taxeaters which should be heeded at once. 
‘He said that although the state’s wealth had increased 
4r per cent during the past seven years and the popula- 
tion had increased 30 per cent, the cost of government 
has increased 94 per cent in the period named. During 
that period county government has increased 118 per 
cent and municipal government 68 per cent. That, of 
course, is taking the state over and averaging the entire 
commonwealth, 
Such waste at such a time is criminally extravagant. 
We have too much government right here in Richmond 
and such as we have is costing us too much money. Rich- 
mond, however, is no worse off in this regard than hun- 
dreds of other towns in California, but the Lord knows 
it is bad enough. We could get along here with half the 
‘police force, half of the fire-fighters, half of the adminis- 
trative officers... The country is at war, a fact which 
hasn’t soaked in on many of our people and all the money 
which can be raked and scraped must be utilized for that 
purpose, and instead of broad-shouldered young men loit- 
ering around municipal, county and state offices drawing
